Captain E. Z. Hayes, aged 
seventy-three 
years 


w a s fatally burned between 6:30 and 7 o'clock 
Tuesday morning at his home in Warsaw, when a 
quantity of gas which had collected in the kitchen ex- 
ploded, being ignited by a match with which he in- 
tended to light the kitchen stove. 
Mr. Hayes was 


burned' about the face and body to such ah extent that 
death resulted at 12:55 Tuesday afternoon. The force of 
the explosion blew the kitchen away from main part of 
the house 5 or 6 inches and ble wall the windows and 
doors from their fastenings scattering glass in the 
yard for a distance of 30 or 40 feet. The explosion set 
fire to the house and for anhour the fire raged before it 
was extinguished by a bucket brigade.

WIFE IS 


Rescued by. Neighbor 


Immediately after the explosion Mr 
Hayes rushed to his bed room and 
fell on his bed and was rescued from 
the flames 07 a. neighbor. J. J. Fish- 
er who lives immediately across the 
street from the Hayes home. 
- Mr. Hayes wife has been visiting 
her daughter Miss Nora Darling, a 
trained nurse in Columbus, and he 
was in the house ail alone at the 
time of the explosion.

A Sheet of Flames 
Captain Hayes arose Tuesday morn 
ing and dressed in bis underclothes 
and a pair of house slippers and went 
to the kitchen to light the gas stove. 


The stove was of the common hot 
plate type attached to a gas jet in 
the ceiling by a- rubber tube. Mr. 
Hayes was going to cook his break- 
fast on the stove. 
When he struck the match there was

ed the old gentleman and literally 
lifted the kitcSen a room which had 


been added to the main part of the

the house. Mr. Hayes underclothing 
caught fire with the explosion and 
with these burning he rushed to his 
bedroom and covered himself in the 
bedclothes to smother the flames - 
The outer skin practically all over 
the man's body was burned and when 
the remnants of his underclothing 
were removed parts of the flesh fell 
off- 
The backs of the 
old gentle- 


man's bands were burned so terribly 
that the finger nalis droped from 
the flesh. His hair was burned from 
his head and the whiskers singed en- 
tirely from his face. Dr. Wright re- 
mained with the man aplying sooth- 
ing lotions from the time of the ac- 
cident up until his death but the 
burns were too numerous ana the 
heroic efforts of the physician were 
of no avail.

Gas Leaked 


The theory of the explosion is, that 


during the night gas had leaked from 
the stove and when the match was 
struck it let go. 
A few minutes after the explosion 


was heard the entire village of War- 
saw was out fighting the flames and 
with fire extinguishers and buckets 
of water they soon had taem under 
control. 
Captain Hayes was one of the mos* 


highly respected and honored citizens 
of Coshocton-co. For many years 
he has practiced law but of late has 
been leading a more retired i«e.

RED CROSS STAMPS 


ORIGINS IN 


The Red Cross Christmas Stamp, doubtless the most prominent 


little factor in the holiday activities of the United States today, traces 
its ancestry^ back to Boston, where stamps, or "stickers," were first 
sold in this Country to raise money for -philanthropic purposes. In 
1362 the if. S. Sanitary Commission conducted a great fair or bazaar 
and used tbi money raised to car e for sick and wounded soldiers in 
the Civil War.' Some resourceful person conceived the idea of sell- 
ing special sprnps as one means of swelling the proceeds of the 
bazaar . From Boston the idea spread to many other cities in the 
east. It was not long until the stamps were used for so many pur- 
poses that the public lost interest in them, and the idea was soon for- 
gotten. 


The Red Cross Stamp had its origin in the fall of 1907, when it was 


issued to raise money for anti-tuberculosis 
work. The stamp was 


first tried in an experimental way by the Delaware State Branch of 
the. American Red Cross, the sale being confined to Delaware and 
Philadelphia. Last year the American Red Cross decided to nation- 
alize the Christmas stamp, and Howard Pyle, a prominent artist con-, 
tributed the design. State branches of the Red Cross became gen- 
eral agents'of the little red and greenstamps with their message of 
good will. '"Withmuch misgiving, an order for a million stamps was 
placed. -But the idea "caught on'" and spread like a prairie fire. The 
Red Cross .offices in Washington _w ere deluged with orders from over 
the country. A second million stamps was ordered- Another printer 
and then a third was put to work. The American Red Cross was 
fairly smothered under the demand and the printers were swamped. 
Exasperating delays occurred and the good peopie all over the land 
lost their tempers because they could not get Christmas stamps, and 
because the-'Red Cross had not the foresight to prepare for the ava- 
lanche. 


But there* will not be any delaysthis year, for t he 
Red Cross 


made its first order 20,000,000 stamps. This has teen Increased to 
40,000,000 and it is prepared to turn out many millions more on short
